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DETAILED ACTION 

Change of Examiner 

1 . Note the change of examiner in the present application. The Art Unit number 
(1624) remains the same. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Response of July 14, 2004 canceled claims 42 and 62 and added new claim 
63. Accordingly, the claims now pending are claims 39-41 , 43-49, 51 , 61 and 63. 

3. In view of the amendments and arguments presented in the Response, all the 
rejections of record have been overcome. 

4. Upon review of the record and an additional search in the literature (STN/CAS) 
the following new ground of rejection is, however, seen necessary. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

Statss. 

6. Claims 39-41 , 43-45, 49 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by either of the newly cited Sinyak et al. and Karminski et al. Chemical 
Abstracts references. See the STN/CAS printouts for the present compounds where Z b 
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is S, and ring C is a quinolinyl ring, and Z b is 0 or S and ring C is a quinazolinyl ring. 
Note also that R 2 in the present compounds can be H when it is -X 1 R 5 where X 1 is a 
bond and R 5 is H). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. Claims 39-41 , 43-49, 51 and 61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the above cited Chemical Abstracts references. Where not 
anticipated, one would be motivated to prepare the present compounds from within the 
generic teachings of the references and/or to prepare the present homologs and 
isomers of the specific compounds of the references with the reasonable expectation of 
obtaining additional compounds for the uses in the references. In the absence of a 
showing of unexpected properties, no patentable significance is seen in the present 
selection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 63, drawn to method of use, is objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, or upon allowance of a 
claim generic thereto.
